“The legal arena is closed to me. The 
bar is placed forever against me. Yet 
the issue of guilt or innocence has been 
before but one court, that in which 
the jury sat. All subsequent appeals 
were made upon alleged legal and Yu- 
ridic errors; not upon the facts or the 
evidence. Since the jury heard the 
case, no court of inquiry or review 
has sifted the evidence.

WORD WAITED 
FROM WILSON. 


Washington, May 10.—While official 
Washington waited today for the word 
from President Wilson as to what is 
to be the policy of the United States 
in the crisis resulting from the sinking 
of the Lusitania, Count Bernstorff, the 
German ambassador, called at the state 
department and expressed to Secretary 
Bryan, “his deep regret that the events 
of the war had led to the loss of so 
many American lives.”’ 

The ambassador did not comment on 
his visit, but Secretary Bryan, saying 
only that he understood the expres- 
sion to have come from Count Bern- 
storff personally, gave out the follow- 
ing by agreement: 

“The German ambassador qa@lled at 
the state department and expressed his 
deep regret that the events of the war 
had led to the loss of so many Ameri- 
can lives.”’ 

Later, press dispatches from Berlin 
announced that the foreign office had 
cabled to the embassy a note to be 
presented to the state department, ex- 
pressing “deepest sympathy at the loss 
of lives on board the Lusitania,” but 
placing the responsibility upon the 
British government's “plan of starving 
the civilian population of Germany.” 

Just What Was Expected. 

This note, which probably is in re- 
sponse to Ambassador Gerard's request 
for a statement of the German govern- 
ment’s attitude had not reached the 
embassy tonight. Dispatches giving the 


‘text of the note were heard by Secre- 


tary Bryan and at the embassy with- 
out comment. It is known, however, 
that the statement of the German po- 
sition is just what has been looked for 
in official circles. 

The British and French ambassadors 
were at the state department late to- 
day to express their “horror and sym- 
pathy” over the destruction of the 
Lusitania It was made apparent that 
they had nothing to suggest as to the 
action of the United States. That 
America must settle herself directly 
with Germany for these facts, was the 
substance of opinion among the dip- 
lomatic representatives of the allied 
powers.

The death of Charles Frohman in the 
Lusitania disaster removes a man of world 
note from the theatrical profession.
